Announcement of labor’s entry 


into the fight came shortly after | 


seven leaders in the city’s finan- 
cial and legal circles issued un- 
qualified indorsements of the new 


charter. 

Charter proponents said the 
two announcements emphasized 
the nonpartisan character of the 
charter campaign and the appeal 
of the document to all segments 
of the city’s economic life. The 
point was stressed by Arthur C. 
Meyers, former director of streets 
and sewers and former budget di- 
rector, a Republican, who sug- 
gested that all candidates for pub- 
lic office ought to be asked to de- 
clare their position on the char- 
ter. 

Union Leaders Named. 

Named on the committee to 
head up the labor campaign were 
Leo Hennessey, financial secre- 
tary of- the AFL International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, Local 1; Louis J. Renschen, 
president of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union; Martin A. Dill- 
mon, editor of the Union Labor 
Advocate and secretary-treasurer 
of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union; Paul W. Preisler, repre- 
senting the AFL American Fed- 
eration of Teachers, Local 420; 
John I. Rollings, executive secre- 
tary, Central Trades and Labor 
Union, and Lloyd Weber, chief 
business representative of the in- 
dependent Machinists’ Union. 

Civic leaders who announced 
their support of the charter yes- 
terday were James L. Ford Jr., 
John C. Tobin, Ethan A, H. Shep- 
ley, Jacob M. Lashly, John S. 
Leahy, Ben L. Liberman and 
David R. Calhoun Jr. 

A joint statement issued by the 
labor leaders noted that three 
members of the board of free- 
holders were labor men.

At National Stockyards on the 
East Side, the hog market today | 
continued its advance of the last | 
three weeks, with the demand de- 
scribed as “broad and aggres- 
sive” and the price up another 
50 cents a hundredweight to a 
top of $25, highest since Novem- 
ber. 1948. The record high, es- 
tablished after the old OPA con- 
trols were removed in the fall of 
1946, is $30 a hundredweight. 

Reasons for Advances. 

A spokesman at the stockyards 
said the combination of a seasonal 
shortage of hogs, the war scare 
in Korea and the high level of 
employment had had the effect 
of pushing prices higher despite 
a Government forcast for the 
highest hog crop in the nation’s 
peacetime history. This crop, he 
said, should begin appearing at 
stockyards next month. 

“It is making for a bad situa 
tion for the consumer,” he ad- 
mitted, “but at the same time it 
is bringing many extra thousands 
of dollars to the lifestock belt.” 

The cattle market on the East 
Side also had been rising, hitting 
$32 a hundredweight, the years 
high, last week. Today, how- 
ever, with a run of 3500 head, 
the market fell off about 75 cents 
a hundred-weight and choice ani- 
mals sold at the top of $31.25. 
The post-OPA top was $30. 

Coffee, which had been rising 
long before the beginning of hos- 
tilities in Korea, has jumped 
again, with retailers getting from 
2 to 6 cents more a pound for the 
better grades. Generally, the 
price is 81 cents, but some gro- 
cers are charging even more and 
top grades are bringing as much 
as 88 cents a pound.

TOKYO, July 11 (AP)—Jet

and machine guns, today seared 
Communist North Korean supply 
lines feeding the blazing 45-mile 
wide front south of Seoul. 

The biggest air armada since 
World War II—almost 300 war- 
bridges and 


and knocked out equipment. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur in his 
communique said 65 tanks and 
218 other Red vehicles were de- 


stroyed or damaged by the fight- 
ers and bombers. The Far East 
Air Forces, in a later communi- 
que, said that of the 65 tanks 


reported knocked out, 39 were de- 
| stroyed and 26 damaged. 


The Allied planes—American 


and Australian—concentrated on 
‘roads leading to the Chonan, Su- 
/won and Pyongtaek areas, south 


of Seoul. 
Red Jets Flushed Out. 

Three Russian-made jets—the 
first to go into action so far as 
is known—were flushed out of 
hiding. They were reported on 
strafing missions by ground 
troops, a spokesman at Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters said. 

The F.E.A.F. communique made 
no mention of the North Korean 
jets, but MacArthur headquar- 
ters identified them as Yak-15s. 

(Jane’s authoritative “All the 
World’s Aircraft” says the Yak- 
15 was developed in 1944 by Alex- 
ander Sergeiovitch Yakolev and 
was the first all-Russian jet 
plane. No specifications or de- 
tails were made public.) 

The Allied Air Force concen- 
trated its major efforts on the 
embattled western front, where a 
tank clash between Red and 
American armor was in progress. 

Planes smashed a front line 
triangle between Chonui, Suwon 
and Chungju, ranging from 22 to 
70 miles north of advanced Amer- 
ican headquarters at Taejon. It 
was in this sector that invader 
strength was massed for its south- 
ern drive. 

Planes Return Safe. 

The pianes bombed and strafed 
North Korean communication 
lines, destroyed bridges and hit 
enemy trains and troop concen- 
trations. No personnel were lost 
and all planes returned safe, 
F.E.A.F. said. 

Two American jet planes were 
damaged by small arms fire from 
the ground and two others were 
hit by flying debris after a suc- 
cessful rocket attack on a tank. 

The raids on North Korean 
positions and ital communica- 
tions links were staged by F-80 
jet fighters, F-82 twin mustangs, 
B-26 light bombers and B-29 
superforts. 

The B-26s destroyed railway 
bridges at Red-held Chonan and 
Pyongtaek and three highway 
bridges in the Pyongtaek area. 
They wrought further damage to 
railroad bridges at Ansong, Song- 
hwa and Heitaku airfield, to the 
southwest. 

Jets on Many Sorties. 

Jet fighters flew the greatest 

number of missions, making near- 
ly 200 sorties. Nearly all re- 
ported successful ground strafing 
and rocket attacks on tanks, ve- 
hicles and supplies. 
Aerial observers returned with. 
reports that the main Red inva- 
sion road between Chonan and 
Chonui, some 22 miles north of 
Taejon, was strewn with wrecked 
and burning North Korean ve- 
hicles and tanks. 

Mustangs of the Royal Austral- 
ian Air Force joined American 
planes with strikes ranging north- 
west of Chungju and northeast of 
Seoul. 

Mighty B-29s knocked out a 
railroad bridge at Pyongtaek and 
dropped bombs on railroad yards, 
troop. concentrations, trains, 
bridges and other targets from 
high levels.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 11 
(UP)—Missouri was ordered to- 
day to supply 428 young men in 


the first national draft since 
1945. 

Brig. Gen. John A. Harris, 
head of the State Selective Serv- 
ice, said the national office set 
a deadline of Sept. 30 for deliv- 
ery of the _ recruits, but he 
planned to Shave the draftees 
available within 30 days. 

The quota was Missouri's part 
of the 20,000 men asked by the 
Defense Department yesterday to 
swell the United States armed 
formes. Harris said the quota 
was lower than he had antici- 
pated. 

He said he had not decided yet 
just what system would be used 
in allotting quotas to each of the 
state’s 129 draft boards. As of 
June 30 Missouri had 264,711 men 
registered under the draft law. 

Illinois’s quota is 1255. 


U.S. Draft Chief Prepares to 
Get 20,000 for Army. 

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
Draft machinery to produce the 
20,000 men asked for by the Army 
was in motion today, while mili- 
tary leaders sought ships to carry 
already trained troops to back the 
defense of southern Korea against 
invading Communists. 

The Army said it is studying 
the possibility of opening induc- 
tion centers to handle the draftees 
as well as the flow of volunteers 
yesterday’s call-up is expected to 
produce. 

Army officials said, however, 
that induction centers may not 
be necessary, unless the enlist- 
ment volume increases consider- 
ably. 

The Army now has four train- 
ing divigions strategically situated 
to tap the country’s principal pop- 
ulation centers.

TOKYO, July 11 (UP)—Ameri- 
can casualties in the Korean cam- 
paign totaled 366 up to late 
yesterday, Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur announced today. 

That represented an increase 


of 117 over the total announced 
three days ago. 

MacArthur said 27 Americans 
were killed in action, 94 wound- 
ed and 245 missing, 


The Defense Department in 
Washington, which is somewhat 
behind Tokyo figures in announc- 
ing casualties by name, listed 18 
killed, 22 missing, 17 wounded 
and four injured, for a total of 61.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
ARMY AT THE FRONT, KOREA, 
July 11 (UP)—The United States 
Army is retreating again under 
murderous Communist fire. It’s 
a ghastly sight. 

Only a few hours ago, Ameri- 
can soldiers were jubilant over 
the success of United States tanks 


in their first action of the Ko- 
rean war. They drove the Com- 
munists back some 10 miles into 
Chonui, 28 miles northwest of 
Taejon, last night. 
Counter-Attack in Fog. 

But at dawn the Reds counter- 
attacked in a fog, and already 
have knocked out all but two of 
the vaunted but outgunned Amer- 
ican tanks. An Américan infantry 
battalion, cut off and raked by 
the enemy, has withdrawn. 

A spokesman at American 
field headquarters said the Com- 
munists were using 80 tanks and 
most of their infantry strength in 
the big drive. Some days ago 
the invaders were estimated to 
have 15 divisions totaling 75,000 
effective infantry fighters.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was 
quoted today as saying American 
forces in Korea will be joined 
by ground troops from other 


members of the United Nations. 

Chairman Millard Tydings 
(Dem.), Maryland, said Gen Brad- 
ley gave that information to the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee in a two-hour session. Tyd- 
ings would not name the other 
U.N. members. 

Anothem Senator, who asked 
that his name not be used, said it 
was his understanding that only 
small or token forces had been 
offered to aid Ur&ted States 
ground troops. He said some 
Latin American nations had of- 
fered small fighting forces but 
the United States would have to 
carry most of the burden. 

Summarizing what the Senators 
had learned, Tydings stressed 
these points to reporters: 

1, Other members of the 
United Nations have offered 
ground troops for the Korean 
fight. These offers have been 
accepted. 

2. United States troops can- 
not and will not be massed in 
Korea immediately for an all- 
out attack. 

3. Defense and cther officials 
are carefully watching five or 
six other “sensitive areas” — 
outside the Korean situation— 
for possible outbreaks. 

4. Heads of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force here are giving 
every co-operation and aid to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. lead- 
er of the Korean campaign. 

Asked if the Senators were giv- 
en any idea of the increased man- 
power the armed services would 
need, Tydings replied, “No, we 
didn’t have time to go into that.”

“American forces ... are contin- 
uing their action to stabilize the 
situation by stopping the North 
Korean offensive above the Kum 
river.” It was issued at 12:05 
a.m. (Wednesday—10:05 a.m., St. 
Louis time, Tuesday.)

EGYPT SUPPORTS 
U.N. DENUNCIATION 
OF KOREAN ATTACK 


CAIRO, July 11 (AP)—Egypt 
today announced its support of 
the West in the world struggle 
against Communism. It called 
North Korea’s attack on South 
Korea an act of agrgession and 
said it approved the United Na- 
tions decision denouncing it. 
But a carefully-worded state- 
ment by Foreign Minister Mo- 
hammed Salah Eddin Bey main- 
tained the Nile kingdgm’s refusal 
to support the U.N. Security 
Council’s decision to use action 
instead of words in Korea. 
Salah Eddin outlined the new 
Egyptian position at a news con- 
ference. Observers considered 
his statement a careful retreat 
from Egypt’s previous “plague on 
both your houses” attitude in the 
Korea affair. 

Salah Eddin. also announced 
that Egypt refuses to recognize 
the Communist Chinese govern- 
ment and does not recognize 
either the Western-backed gov- 
ernment of Bao Dai or its rival 
Communist-backed Ho Chi Minh 
regime in Indochina.

Dr. Cowdry. Heads New 14-Nation 
Society on Ways to Fight Old Age 


Washington U. Professor Outlines Problems 
for Research—Another St. Louisan Urges 
Goal of Useful Life at 100. 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE 
LIEGE, Belgium, July 11 (AP). 
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The new society is the Inter- 
national Association of the Geron- 
tological Societies. Gerontology is 
the scientific study on why and 
how people wear out and grow 
old. Dr. Edmund V. Cowdry of 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
Mo., was made president. 

A main goal, he said, is “to add 
more life to our years.” 

Average life span is going up 
and every nation is getting a larg- 
er and larger proportion of older 
people. 

But these extra years are not 
all good ones. It is estimated that 
40 per cent more of people past 
60 are invalids and about 57 per 
cent at the age of 65. The per- 
centage goes up with the years. 

Diseases and normal wear and 
tear cause the invalidism or kill 
people far too soon. 

Research Funds Sought. 


The new association will spur 
research and seek funds for re- 
search into the many different 
causes of aging—biological, medi- 
cal and social. 

Some of the main needs were 
summed up by Dr. Cowdry, Dr. 
V. Kornschesky of Oxford, Brit- 
ain, and Dr. Lucien Brull of 
Liege. What makes the elastic 
springs in the human muscle, 
blood vessels and other organs 
run down or wear out? How does 
the body keep replacing worn out 
cells? How can the toll of heart 
diseases, cancer, and other di- 
seases be cut down? What kind

of food does a man need to stay 
healthy all his life? What can be 
done to change retirement rules 
and to keep people mentally and 
physically ? How do dis- 
eases and hormones affect aging? 

When answers are found hu- 
man beings could live to be 100 
and be active and useful, said Dr. 
William B. Kountz, also of Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, and 
Dr. Anton J. Carlson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. Aging begins 
at birth or even before, because 
of heredity, Dr. Carlson said. 

Early Signs Important. 

Catching the early signs of bod- 
ily changes before they result in 
real diseases would extend active 
life, Dr. Kountz said. But people 
and doctors, too, have to be edu- 
cated to make it possible. 

“We ought to have healthy men 
of 100 in the next generation,” 
he said. 

They could be as active and 
healthy as men of 40. 

The association is composed of 
societies from the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
Holland, Denmark, Portugal, Ire- 
land, Spain, Switzerland, Finland, 
Argentina, Sweden and Italy.

Why Vote for the Charter? 


Many people will vote for the new city 
charter simply because machine politicians are 
against it.. These citizens know that wardheel- 
ers prefer patronage to good government. But 
a more specific case for the charter certainly 
tan be made. 

Those who do not have the time to read and 
analyze the 121 pages of the charter might 
well read the summaries prepared by the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute and other civic 
organizations. No doubt, the Citizens’ Committee 
for the New Charter will send out as much 
information as it can in the short time available. 
Those who followed the development of the 
charter—and especially the Freeholders who 
wrote it—will be making explanatory speeches. 

This literature may not be light summer read- 
ing, and a mass meeting may not be ideal 
diversion for a night in July. The voters of 
St. Louis, however, have not had to face the 
charter issue since 1914 and they probably 
will not have to face it again for a quarter of 
a century, so it should not be too great a 
sacrifice to make the effort necessary to cast a 
well-informed ballot.

One fact to be stressed in every sound ex- 
planation of the new charter is that it increases 
the powers and the responsibilities of the 
Mayor. While carefully prescribing the qualifi- 
cations of department heads, it leaves their 
choice to the Mayor. Thus, he has every chance 
to carry out the policies on which he was elected. 

By the same token, he will not be able to 
hide behind the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment and similar intervening agencies if he 
does not live up to his promises and does not 
otherwise run the city government in an 
efficient and economical manner. 

To make doubly sure, the charter gives the 
Mayor a Chief Administrative Assistant, a sort 
of deputy mayor who can serve as his eyes and 
ears and relieve him of many routine duties. 
So there is little excuse for buck-passing. 

If the Mayor does not measure up, the voters 
will know precisely where to put the blame on 
election day. And if. his record is so bad that 
the voters do not want to wait that long, the 
new charter makes it relatively easy to recall 
him or any other elected official.

The new charter also strengthens the position 
of the Board of Aldermen. There will be, as 
in the past, 28 aldermen elected by wards. Thus 
no group in the city need fear a loss of repre- 
sentation. This assurance is strengthened by the 
provision for redistricting every eight years. 

The most important increase in the authority 
of the Aldermen lies in the fact that the new 
charter empowers them to appoint an inde- 
pendent auditor. This official, of course, will 
make the customary annual check of the city 
administration’s books. But he will also make 
detailed studies of the various city departments 
at least once every four years. And he will 
have the power, on request of the Aldermen, 
to make a special investigation of any city 
department at any time. As the charter says, 
“he shall have access to all books and records 
of all departments and agencies.” 

Here is a new city official comparable to 
the Comptroller General in the Government of 
the United States, a watchdog of the administra- 


‘ tion who is responsible not to it, but to the 


law-makers. Thus the Aldermen can keep every 
phase of administration in the spotlight. 

The new charter offers other municipal im- 
provements. Yet if there were none beyond 
those mentioned here, the charter would de- 
serve public approval.

Victory Over Low-Level Politics 


Sumner T, Pike’s confirmation for reappoint- 
ment to the Atomic Energy Commission is by 
the overwhelming vote of 55 to 24. That is 
better than 2 to 1. From that vote several 
lessons can be drawn: 

First, an adverse vote in committee (where 
Commissioner Pike was rejected for political 
reasons, 5 to 4) does not foretell a certain 
adverse vote on the Senate floor. 

Second, the executive department loses noth- 
ing and stands to gain much when it fights for 
a worthy nomination. 

Third, Missouri can derive no satisfaction 
from knowing that both its Senators—Republi- 
cans Donnell and Kem—voted with the Brickers, 
Capeharts, Malones and Wherrys against this 
proved public servant. 

Finally, but not least, a Senate vote can be 
a rebuke to one Senator in particular. This vote 
was a rebuke to Senator Johnson of Colorado 
who had tipped the party—division scales in 
committee—-a rebuke to Big Ed Johnson and his 
narrow sectionalism. 
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Call for 20,000 Draftees 


The Department of Defense has no greater 
obligation than to see that the United States 
has trained manpower for defense. Secretary 
Johnson and his advisers would be grossly ir- 
responsible if, with American land, sea and air 
forces in action in Korea, they did not move to 
augment the number now in training. 

This is the only sound way in which to see 
the call for 20,000 men through selective serv- 
ice. Maj. Gen. Hershey’s draft order comes 
none too.soon. If the machinery takes its nor- 
mal course, it will be about the middle of Sep- 
tember before the draft is delivering personnel 
to the induction centers. After that comes train- 
ing. Since untrained men are liabilities rather 
than assets, the training period must be ade- 
quate. No government should be so planiess 
that it must send green conscripts into battle. _ 

Meantime, there is a gratifying response to 
the call for volunteers. This speaks a message 
which may reach all the way to the Kremlin. 
For if the Politburo is using Korea as a test 
for democracy, then the readiness of support 
which Americans give the U.N. stand for peace 
will be reported to Moscow. Brisk enlistments 
and speedy application of selective service can 
be factors in keeping the Korean struggle 
lated in Korea. 


Budget Control Still Needed 
One consequence of the fighting in Korea 
may be a tendency in Congress to abandon the 
always troublesome chore of budget control. 
The Senate Appropriations Committee showed 
symptoms of this when it tossed out of the om- 


ments approved by the House. 
The House had called for a mandatory 10 per 


Senate, if it finds them distasteful, should pro- 
vide workable substitutes of its own. Since it 
is quite clear that events in Korea will increase 
the military budget, the case for holding down 
the civilian budget is now stronger than ever. 

In wartime, the inflationary effects of an un- 
balanced budget are held in check by price and 
wage controls, excess profits taxes and the like. 
None of these controls being now in effect, Con- 
gress must face the duty of providing for the 
new costs in Korea without letting the budget 
get out of control.

Missouri’s Water “Policy” 

Gov. Smith’s statement of water policy fcr 
Missouri reflects a remarkable state of con- 
fusion. Not only is there confusion as to what 
should be done in the light of the facts— 
there is confusion as to what are the facts. 

The first of these facts is that two plus one 
equals three. There are already two principal 
“managers” of the Missouri valley development 
—the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau. A single management is what is needed. 

Gov. Smith and his advisors who drew up the 
policy statement would meet this need by cre- 
ating a third agency of management, in the 
form of a “coordinating” body which could 
veto anything the present two main managers 
(or any of the present additional little man- 
agers) proposed, but which presumably could 
not take any affirmative action. This step would 
not reduce the number of managing agencies 
to one, but would increase it to three. 

Gov. Smith offers no evidence that the veto 
power of such a third-wheel “co-ordinating” 
agency would perform any useful function if 
it were enforced. And there is plenty of evidence 
that it could not be enforced. If the President 
cannot stop the Army Engineers from going 
over his head to Congress, a “co-ordinating” 
agency is not going to be able to do it. 

President Roosevelt nine years ago ordered 
the Army Engineers and all other construction 
agencies of the government to submit all their 
reports to his office for clearance. The Army 
Engineers, in defiance of the President, took 
76 projects over his head to Congress. 

Among these projects were the largest and 
most important river developments in the nation. 
Their total cost was put at $2,500,000,000. And 
67 of them were authorized by Congress! In 
the face of this record it is naive, not to say 
uninformed, to expect a mere “co-ordinating” 
agency to tame what an article in Harper’s last 
year called “the lobby that can’t be licked.” 

The Missouri water policy statement is not 
an assertion of purpose but a confession of 
bafflement. It neither offers any reasoned argu- 
mient against a Missouri Valley Authority nor 
any effective substitute for it. 
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England’s Queens and Their Clothes 


The queen of England’s clothes are at long 
last an acknowledged topic of conversation— 
critical conversation—in England. Judging by 
the smrart Mayfair dressmakers’ shops even in 
this era of austerity, the Queen’s wardrobe never 
did have the unanimous approval of the women 
of England. 

But with all her loyalty to the crown, a good 
Englishwoman might be a little careful about 
what she said of the royal costume. Now, how- 
ever, the London Sunday Pictorial has blurted 
out what must have been in many a mind: Queen 
Elizabeth’s outfit looks something awful. 

There is, however, really nothing new about 
this observation. Queenly styles in Britain have 
long been notorious. Before Elizabeth’s skimpy 
capes, there were Mary’s hats. And before 
those, Victoria’s caps and bustles. And so on, 
back and back to the days of that earlier over- 
dressed Elizabeth who tried harder than most 
queens to be a charmer. 

Yet even this woman who gave her name to 
England’s golden age sent her cousin, Mary 
of Scotland, to the headsman’s block. As every- 
body knows, Mary wore French styles with gen- 
uine dash. 
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Why Defeatism on FEPC? 

An air of profound defeatism hangs over the 
Senate’s second attempt to. get a vote on the 
Fair Employment Practices Commission bill. 
Democratic leaders appear to take it for granted 
that they will be beaten when they seek to 
close debate on a motion to take up FEPC. 

There is no reason why they should be beaten, 
however, if the leadership of both parties will go 
all out in the battle. Both parties indorse the 
principle of FEPC when they are campaigning 
for Negro votes. if they cannot even get a 
vote on FEPC, that will be an indictment of 
their leadership rather than a testimonial to 
the Southern Democrats’ power of filibuster. 

In the first attempt to bring FEPC before the 
Senate, on May 19, the motion to close debate 
received 52 favorable votes. In addition, four 
Democrats and two Republicans announced 
themselves for the motion but failed to vote. 
That makes a base of 58 favorable votes to start 
with. To close debate, 64 votes are needed. 

Four Democrats and one Republican were not 
recorded in the May 19 test. Two of them— 
Graham of North Carolina and Pepper of Flori- 
da—are Southerners who have since been de- 
feated for renomination. Both might be expect- 
ed to support a cloture motion, but if they feel 
unable to do so, still the three others should be 
encouraged to vote this time. They are:

Case Against the Mundt Bill

Anti-Communist measure is type which should never be pushed 
through in time of excitement, says Christian Science Monitor; 
Baltimore Sun questions need of bill, urges delay until courts rule 
on Smith Act; Denver Post fears harm to many innocent persons. 


From the Christian Science Monitor 


Senator Kar] E. Mundt tried to rush his 
Communist-control bill through in a sur- 
prise move. Supporters of the bill made 
another attempt the next day. Majority 
leader Scott Lucas charged these Senators 
with violating an interparty agreement to 
take up no important business until after 
the long Fourth of July week end. 


The so-called Mundt-Nixon bill is exact- 
ly the kind of measure that should never 
be pushed through in a time of excitement. 
This newspaper has questioned the wis- 
qom of many of its provisions under any 
likely circumstances. The reasons we 
have given in the past hold good today— 
some with even greater force, 

The bill holds the danger of establish- 
ing the doctrine of guilt-by-association in 
American law and undermining the rule 
that guilt is personal and hinges on overt 
acts, not mere words. It threatens to 
stifle, along with the Communists, that 


healthy agitation for change and improve- 
ment which has always made democracy 
dynamic. It could easily set up the prece- 
dents and the machinery for a kind of 
political proscription which could be turned 
by any party in power against any minor- 
ity it found troublesome. 


And the justification for these risks? 
Even less than when the bill was last 
debated. The Korean aggression leaves 
the American Communist party even more 
completely exposed and discredited than 
before. Its most beguiling facade—its 
claim to being the party of peace and in- 
ternational good will—has utterly col- 
lapsed. 

It may be wise to tighten up the laws 
covering espionage. But the Mundt-Nixon 
bill represents. an unnecessary and an ex- 
orbitant price to pay for internal security 
—a price measured in the currency of 
freedom.

THE SUNLIT FIELD. by Lucy Kennedy. (Crown Pub- 
lishers, 333 pgs., $3. 

This book is a natural for the lending 
library trade. It has a little of everything 
—slave traders, unfaithful wives, kind- 
hearted prostitutes, class prejudice, fires, 
strikes, riots and even a touch of white 
slavery. Through it all trudges the valiant 
little figure of our beautiful 16-year-old 
heroine, fresh from the Auld Sod with a 
thick brogue, a pure heart and a song on 
her lips.

All this is pretty ordinary. 

There's nothing very convincing about 
any of the characters, not even Walt, who 
is a fictionization of Walt Whitman.

The Commonwealth of Europe. 


HEN the Korean affair exploded two weeks ago negotiations 

were underway in Paris on the Schuman plan, France was 

without a “government” to replace Mr. Bidault’s and the House 
of Commons was debating Britain’s position on the Schuman plan. 


There have been signs of sat- 
ellite activity in the Balkans di- 
rected against Yugoslavia. And of 
course there has been new anxiety 
among the Germans caused by 
their being reminded how civil 
war can break out in.a partition- 
ed country. 

All in all, the developments in 
Europe and the explosion in Asia 
combine, it seems to me, to em- 
phasize the importance, indeed 
the necessity, of making a good, 
bold and prompt start with the 
Schuman plan—that is to say of 
going forward with a treaty which 
lays down the constitutional prin- 
ciples of the new European au- 
thority. The European statesmen 
should be undeterred and unin- 
hibited by the fact that it is not 
possible now to give a precise 
answer to every question that 
may arise in someone's mind. 
Madison and Hamilton and the 
founding fathers would never 
have formed a Constitution had 
they been expected to forecast 
how all the branches of the gov- 
ernment would deal with all the 
issues that might be posed under 
the Constitution. 


Britain Holds Out. 


In an undertaking of this kind 
the decisive consideration is not 
the commas and the semicolons 
of the constitutional treaty but 
whether there exists the will to 
work together. The paramount 
and the essential question is 
whether France and Germany 
mean to found a European con- 
federacy. And when one says 
“France” and “Germany” one 
means the enlightened vanguard 
who have seen the vision of a 
free and peaceful Europe, and 
who will be followed by the great 


*' masses of their countrymen if 
+ | only they put their feet firmly on 
«| the road to such a Europe. 


The British debate, as I read 
it, proved unmistakably that, 
apart from a small minority, the 
leaders of both parties are agreed 


sof that Britain will not, cannot and 


should not accept full member- 
ship in a European union. There 
were, however, differences of 
view as to what follows from this 
British national decision. At 
least three lines of thought can 
be discerned. 


There is Mr. Attlee’s which, as 
he stated it, is like the man him- 
self clear and _ straightforward. 
Mr. Attlee pays Mr. Schum:e: the 
compliment of believing that Mr. 
Schuman really intends to found 
a supra-national European insti- 
tution. Convinced that Britain 
should not join it, Mr. Attlee has 
declined to participate in nego- 
tiations to achieve what he has 
already rejected. 

Mr. Attlee’s position facilitates, 
rather than obstructs, the Franco- 
German effort. It seems to me 
quite different in spirit and in 
purpose from that of the Dalton 


manifesto. For while Mr. Att- 


lee’s position is non-participation 
without hostility to the Schuman 
plan, it is only too plain that 
there are strong feelings of hos- 
tility to the plan among impor- 
tant elements of the Labor party. 

And then there is a third Brit- 
ish view which is that Britain 
should participate in the negotia- 
tions—in order to chaperone 
them, and to see to it that the 
European union remains platonic. 
They wish Britain to participate 
in a negotiation in order that it 
may prevent the formation of a 
European union in which Britain 
could not participate. 


U.S. Non-Participation. 


From the American point of 
view, Mr. Attlee’s position is the 
most favorable. A British policy 
of non-participation without ob- 
struction would fit well enough 
with an American policy of non- 
participation with warm encour- 
agement and assistance, if and 
when and as the French and the 
Germans jointly ask it. 


It is not too much, I believe, 
to say that in the Schuman plan 
lies Europe:s hope of salvation, 
and not improbably the world's 
best chance of avoiding a global 
war. The fatal instability since 
1945 is in France, in Germany, 
and in their relations. A parti- 
tioned Germany, half satellite and 
half client, has no decent and 
peaceable future. France is too 
small and is too weak to police 
a restless and revengeful Ger- 
many and also to defend Europe. 
The instability of French govern- 
ments, and the deep divisions 
within the nation may have their 
roots in the basic fact that France 
is too small for its European re- 
sponsibilities and too small to 
play its necessary part in a world 
where the Soviet Union, the 
United States and the British 
Commonwealth are the three 
leading powers. 


The New Europe. 


The fourth great power cannot 
be France alone. In the Atomic 
Age it cannot be Germany alone, 
even a united Germany. The 
fourth great power, which is wait- 
ing to be born, is the common- 
wealth of Europe. It will be born 
when France arid Germany have 
formed a lasting partnership. For 
to this nucleus there will adhere 
the surrounding continental coun- 
tries that are free to do so. The 
others will know where they can 
go when they are free again. 

The European commonwealth 
will also be guaranteed, supported 
and defended by the whole Atlan- 
tic community of which a free 
Europe is by its history, it geog- 
raphy, its culture and its interests 
a part, indeed the original part. 
This commonwealth, with its loy- 
alties settled within and its allies 
pledged without, would not in- 
vite or readily permit an attack 
from the Asiatic mainland.

fate of minor league baseball? 


That question was raised even 
as the American and National’ 
Leagues played before a plump 
patronage of 49,000 in the seven- 
teenth All-Star game at Comiskey 
Park. 

The two major loops yesterday 
waded through. some new busi- 
ness, including a relaxation of the 
March 1 deadline for the start of 
spring training. 

But the alarming note of the 
joint meeting was this report by 
President George M. Trautman of 
the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Leagues (minor 
leagues): 

The first month of play by 
some 444 minor league clubs re- 
sulted in a loss of one million 
fans. That was caused mainly by 
broadcast and television of major 
league games in minor league ter- 
ritory, Trautman told the major 
bigwigs. 

Fear “Monopoly” Charge. 

The Justice Department in 
Washington already has indicated 
that any attempt to curb major 
league radio or telecast might be 
interpreted as a monopoly. 

So the minor leagues have 
stood patiently by while their 
turnstiles have rusted. How long 
they can take gox-office beating 
is questionable. 

The survey of minor league at- 
tendance will continue throughout 
the season. Then Trautman will 
present the plight of his organ- 
ization to the Justice Department 
for what it is worth. “As things 
are going,” said Trautman, “the 
death of the minors seems in- 
evitable.” 

Trautman cited this example of 
how major league encroachment 
—through television or chain ra- 
dio broadcasts—is affecting the 
minors: In Seattle, Wash., a mem- 
ber of the Pacific Coast League, 
fans get outside baseball enter- 
tainment from 11 a.m. until mid- 
night.

about 21 per cent was forecast 
today by the Agriculture Depart- 
ment.

The first forecast of the year 
‘indicated a corn crop of 3,176,- 
000,000 bushels. This compares

ord, 

Total crop production this year 
will be considerably less than in 
1948 and 1949. Nevertheless, it 
may exceed that in five out of the 
last eight years of high produc- 
tion and will be much larger than 
in any year prior to 1942. 

Today’s report boosted the 
wheat estimate about 12,000,000 
bushels over the June forecast of 
944,000,000 bushels. Last year’s

This deal occurred in a match- 
point duplicate game, and at the 
table where our experts sat North 
and South, the bidding proceeded: 
South West 
24 3¢ 
4@(') 4=Pass 

Pass(!) Pass 


East and West were not stupid 
—they knew a good thing when 
they had one, and so both passed 
with straight faces to the four- 
heart call. West opened a dia 
mond, and South came out with 
exactly three tricks—two dia- 
monds and one spade—and thus 
suffered a 700-point penalty, un- 
doubled. This was one hand, at 
least, on which East-West did not 
have to worry about getting a 
“top”—they outclassed the field! 

North and South, however, had 
a few things to say to each other. 
Their remarks — expurgated — 
ran as follows: 

South: “Don’t you know a cue 
bid when you hear one?” 

North: “That wasn’t a cue bid, 
necessarily. You could have been 
too weak for two hearts over one 
spade, but wanted to show the 
suit finally. Maybe you had 
raised on only three spades and 
were looking for a safer con- 
tract.” . 

South: “Rather unlikely. I 
made two bids. If,my hand justi- 
fied them, then I must have 
enough to have called two hearts 
over one spade. And anyway, 
everything pointed to the fact 
that we had agreed on spades. 
You should have been at least 
suspicious of the heart bid, and 
in self-protection, gone back to 
spades.” 

North: “You shouldn’t have 
made such an ambiguous bid.” 


And so the discussion: ended— 
on the usual note of disagree- 
ment. 

Obviously, South bid the hearts 
because- he expected the non-vul- 
nerable enemy to save .at dia- 
monds, and wanted to beat them 
adequately by getting a heart 
lead which he could ruff. True, 
his bid was somewhat ambiguous, 
but, everything considered, North 
should have gone back to spaces.

Proper Care 


Of Foods 
On Outings 


By Edith M. Barber 


Whether wertake the food with us 
or whether we buy our meals, 
there are certain precautions 
which should be taken especially 
in very warm weather. 

If we are familiar with the eat- 
ing facilities of resorts, we prob- 
ably know by experience which 
eating places are clean and sani- 
tary. Otherwise, we will just ha;- 
to give them the eye and nose 
test. If we choose c 
frankfurters at an open stand, oc 
sure they get a thorough cooking. 
Nothing can develop organisms 
which may result in mild or seri- 
ous “food poisoning” more easily 
than chopped meat such as is 
used for the hamburgers. 

If you are picnicking, it is un- 
wise to drink from a spring or a 
well unless it is on a supervised 
tract which the city or the state 
supervises. If you are traveling 
by car, it is just as well to take 
your own thermos bottle of water, 
especially in the interest of chil- 
dren who always seem to want a 
drink at odd hours. If you are 
bringing a tunch from home, sand- 
wiches containing meat, fish or 
eggs should be kept cool and, of 
course, they should be wrapped. 

Upsets after picnics are com- 
raon among children and may not 
be serious. They may be caused 
by too many ice-cold drinks, per- 
haps taken just before a meal. And 
it is just as well to delay swim- 
mins an hour or so after eating. 


Combination Sandwiches. 

Use softened butter and spread 
on rye bread. Cover half the 
slices with thin slices of boiled or 
baked ham. Spread with prepared 
mustard and cover with a thin 
slice of Swiss or American cheese. 
Cover with remaining slices of 
bread and serve with dill or sweet 
pickles. For picnics: Wrap each 
sandwich in waxed paper or foil. 


Stuffed Eggs. 

Six hard-cooked eggs, one ta- 
blespoon catsup, three tablespoons 
mayonnaise (about), two teaspoons 
finely minced onion or one table- 
spoon chives, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon dry mus- 
tard. 

Cut hard-cooked eggs in halves 
lengthwise. Remove yolks and 
force through sieve. Add remain- 
ing ingredients and mix well. Add 
more mayonnaise if needed. Re- 
fill whites with yoke mixture. For 
picnics: Place two filled halves 
together and wrap in waxed paper 
or foil. 

For home meal: Chill the 
stuffed eggs in the refrigerator 
and serve garnished with salad 
greens. 

Note: Two tablespoons finely 
minced ham or tongue may be 
mixed with the egg yolks.
